t. FINANCIAL RESULTS 

(a) Fort Fund : The revenue receipts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account and Special receipts) during the 
year 1965-66, were Rs. 342,59 lakhs 'as compared with 
Rs. 253.16 lakhs during the year 1964-65. The increase in 
income was mainly due to the increase in shipments of iron 
ore, and also increase in traffic generally. 

The expenditure (excluding contributions to Reserve Fuads 
and contribution to Depreciation Reserve Fund) during the 
war under review was Rs. 274.43 lakhs as against Rs. 215.07 
lakhs in 1964-65, The increase was mainly due to higher 
expenditure in departmentalisation of shore labour and Ore 
Handling, payment of arrears relating to previous years by 
ihe. Railway Department and grant of Interim Relief and 
higher rate of dearness allowance to staff. 

(b) Filotage Account : The gross income and expendiure 
under the Pilotage Account during 1965-66 was Rs. 3.18 
lakhs and Ks. 2.48 lakhs, respectively. 

(c) Reserve Funds : The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of the year was 
satisfactory. 

2. TRAFFIC 

(a) Trade : Tbe volume of imports passing through the 
Port during the year 1965-66 was 18.93 lakh tonnes as against
